o the imports of India for the last 
en years, recently published by the 
[overnment so interesting. 
Broadly 


peaking they show that, during the 
ast ten years, India has practically- 
doubled 
her 
trading capacity. In 


903-04 the imports were valued at 
61,728,000; by 1913-14 the 
had 


risen to $122,167,000. 
During the 


>ame period exports advanced from 
199,753,000 to $162,923.000. Fur- 
her statistics go to show that the 
normal needs of the great empire are 
advancing by leaps and bounds, and 
hat goods of outside origin are in 
ever greater demand by all classes. 
One of the great 
opportunities 
in 


ndia today lies with the manufac- 
urer of those 
small 
and 
cheap 


hings which the great mass of the 
>eople are learing to use in their 
laily life and business. 
Before the 


outbreak of war these needs 
were 


being very largely met in Germany; 
he German manufacturer was able, 
without difficulty, to supply in large 
quantities just the things at just the 
price India needed. 


Since the outbreak of war, and the 


consequent discontinuance of German 
rade, the German trade has largely 
>een supplanted by the Japanese.With 
such energy has the Japanese mer- 
chant pressed his advantage that, 
several months ago, we drew atten- 
,ion to the fact that tnere was a 
arge movement in India to enable 
!ndia to manufacture these articles 
'or herself. This is already 
to a 


arge extent being done, but the field 
s almost limitless, and it may cer- 
ainly be said that there are great 
openings for enterprise in this direc- 


n. This particular line of business 


s, however, only one amongst many, 
and not even the most important, 
ndia is demanding agricultural im- 
plements in very large quantities, al- 
so machinery, such as locomotives, 
gas and oil motors, engines, railway 
^coaches, mining machinery, boilers, 
sewing machines, typewriters, ma- 
chine tools, electric machinery, and 
indeed instruments of all kinds'. 


As the government report points 


out, however, the mere knowing of 
the market is not 
sufficient, 
and 


every bit of practical knowledge on 
local conditions is of value. It is, 
morever, justly set forth that India 
is not so much a country as a con- 
tinent, and that the 
conditions of 


trade of Bombay, for instance, are 
entirely 
different 
from 
those 
at 


Calcutta. The conclusion to be drawn 
from the report 
would, therefore, 


seem to be that whilst the trade open- 
ings in India are .excellent, the suc- 
cess of the trader will be largely in 
proportion 19 his ability to acquaint 
himself with and to adapt himself 
to local conditions.

Clarinda, Iowa, 'Feb. 7. — Col. 


Wm. P. Hepburn, former member of 
congress from this district died here 
today after a long illness. 


Colonel William P. Hepburn, al- 


though twenty years in congress, be- 
came best known throughout the 
country during the Roosevelt admin- 
istration. It was he who framed 
what later was called the Hepburn 
law, prohibiting rebates and discrim- 
ination by railroads. 
As chairman 


of the house committee 
on inter- 


state and foreign commerce in the 
first session of the fifty-ninth con- 
gress he was the author of three acts 
out of five, which the then President 
Roosevelt afterward declared would 
cause that congress to be memorable 
in history because of its constructive 
legislation. 
Of the five acts, four 


came from Colonel Hepburn's com- 
mittee and three of them—the Hep- 
burn law, tae pure food act and the 
public health act—were framed by 
Colonel Hepburn himself. 


Mr. Hepburn 
represented 
the 


eighth Iowa district. 
He also was 


an efficient soldier and a lawyer of 
high reputation. He was a product 
of the early pioneer days in Iowa 
and gpt what little schooling he had 
in three winters at an academy near 
Iowa' City. He was born in Colum- 
biana county, O., November 4, 1833, 
removing to Iowa City 
where his 


mother and his step-father took up 
their residence on a farm, when he 
was eight years of age. After a 
brief experience in the schools the 
community afforded he got employ- 
ment in a printing office where he 
worked for four years. Later he 
read law at Iowa City and Chicago, 
being admitted to the Illinois bar in 
1854. He returned to Iowa in 1855, 
married Miss Melvina A. Morseman 
of Iowa City and settled at Marshall- 
town. 


When the civil war broke out Col. 


Hepburn organized a company and 
became its captain. 
This company 


went to the front in February, 1862, 
as a part of the Second Iowa Caval- 
ry. He was soon advanced to 
the 


rank of major and in that position 
earned distinction at the battle of 
'Corinth. 
'Not long afterwards 
he 


was placed on the staff of General 
Sheridan, and in 'December of the 
same year became a lieutenant colo- 
nel and was put in command of the 
Second Brigade, 
Cavalry Division, 


Sixteenth Army Corps. 
He was lat- 


er transferred to other commands 
and served until the close of the 
war. 


In 1876 Col. Hepburn moved to 


Clarinda, Ind., which had since been 
his home, except for a part of the 
time when he had resided in Wash- 
ington, D. C. He was elected 
to 


Congress In 1880 and twice succes- 
sively thereafter. 
During the Har- 


rison administration 
he was so- 
licitor of the treasury 
department, 


•which position he resigned March 4, 
1893 to again enter congress for his 
old district. 
He wap an unsuccessful 


candidate for United States Senator 
in 1888.
